Geneva  negotiations 
reach  settlement  basis

Rep.  Gunn  McKay,  D-Utah,  an¬ 
nounced  Thursday  that  a  basis  for  set¬ 
tlement  between  Geneva  Steel  and  the 
EPA  has  been  reached. 

The  basis  for  settlement  came  in  the 
form  of  a  67 -page  consent  decree  drawn 
up  by  the  EPA  and  submitted  to 
Geneva  Feb.  29. 

The  settlement  marks  the  largest 
step  toward  a  resolution  between  the 
steel  plant  and  the  EPA  in  negotia¬ 
tions  over  what  pollution  control 
measures  Geneva  will  be  required  to 


implement  —  a  controversy  that  has 
lasted  nearly  two  years. 

McKay’s  Washington  D.C. 
spokesman,  Marcus  Faust,  said 
McKay  was  careful  not  to  say  an  agree¬ 
ment  has  been  reached. 

Geneva  spokesman  Jack  Bollow  con¬ 
firmed  McKay’s  statement,  saying, 
“We  are  very  encouraged  by  the  recent 
Geneva-EPA  meetings.  We  have  not 
made  an  actual  agreement,  but  we  are 
reviewing  the  consent  decree  the  EPA 
has  drawn  up,  and  we  are  very  en¬ 
couraged.”

Poll  reflects  high  voter  turnout 


Students  scrutinize  the  candidates  prior  to  casting  their  votes  in  the 
ASBYU  primary  election.  A  Daily  Universe  poll  reflects  a  record  num¬ 
ber  of  votes  will  be  cast  in  next  week's  final  election.

A'record  turnout  is  likely  for  next 
week’s  ASBYU  final  elections,  even  if 
only  half  the  students  saying  they 
“plan  to  vote,”  actually  do. 

This  was  one  of  the  results 
highlighting  The  Daily  Universe’s 
poll  of  student  views  of  ASBYU 
government,  conducted  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday,  in  which  a  total  of  403 
students  were  polled. 

After  a  random  start  in  the  BYU 
Student  Directory,  names  were 
chosen  systematically,  with  every 
10th  name  included  to  be  questioned. 
Students  not  listed  in  the  directory, 
and  those  who  have  moved  or  had 
telephones  disconnected,  were  not 
able  to  be  included  in  the  poll.  With  a 
95  percent  confidence  level,  a  max¬ 
imum  polling  error  of  5  percent  can 
be  expected. 

Students  were  asked:  “Do  you  now 
plan  to  vote  in  ASBYU  final  elections 
next  week?”  A  total  of  66  percent  said 
they  did  plan  to  vote,  only  21  percent 
said  they  did  not  plan  to  vote  and  13 
percent  said  they  hadn’t  decided  yet. 

If  only  half  of  the  respondents  now 
“planning”  to  vote,  do  cast  a  ballot, 
the  voter  turnout  would  still  top  last 
year’s  voter  turnout  record  of  nearly 
30  percent  of  the  student  body. 

In  other  results,  students  feeling 
ASBYU  is  doing  an  “adequate”  job 
seemed  to  outnumber  the  critics  of 
student  government.  Asked  how  ef¬ 
fectively  they  felt  ASBYU  govern¬ 
ment  represented  their  views  and  in¬ 
terests  to  the  administration  (see  ex¬ 
act  wording  for  question  below),  6 
percent  termed  ASBYU  “very  effec¬ 
tive,”  in  representing  their  views,  46 
percent  “somewhat  effective,”  15 
percent  “not  very  effective,”  9  per¬ 
cent  “not  at  all  effective,”  and  24 


percent  “I  don’t  know”  or  “I  have  no 
opinion.” 

Combined  results  show  that  more 
than  twice  as  many  respondents  ter¬ 
med  ASBYU’s  representation  “very” 
or  “somewhat”  effective  than  those 
feeling  “not  very”  or  “not  at  all”  ef¬ 
fective,  as  reflected  below: 

Question:  One  of  ASBYU’s  func¬ 
tions  is  to  represent  student  views 
and  interests  to  the  administration. 
How  effectively  do  you  feel  the 
ASBYU  government  represents 
your  views  and  interests  to  the  ad¬ 
ministration? 

Very-somewhat  effectively  52% 
Not  very-not  at  all  effectively  24% 
No  opinion-I  don’t  know  24% 

Respondents  were  then  asked  how 
much  input  they  felt  ASBYU  govern¬ 
ment  had  in  decision-making 
processes  and  how  much  input  they 
should  have  (see  exact  wording  of 
question  below).  Though  many  felt 
ASBYU  should  have  more  input  than 
they  do,  most  still  termed  their  pre¬ 
sent  input  as  moderate.  The  exact, 
comparative  results  follow:

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House  committee  kills  draft  bill 


WASHINGTON  —  A  House  subcommittee 
voted  8-1  Thursday  to  kill  President  Carter’s  re¬ 
quest  for  authority  to  include  women  in  a  draft 
registration  program. 

The  vote,  the  first  congressional  test  of  senti¬ 
ment  for  registering  women,  does  not  affect 
registration  of  men. 

The  issue  of  male  registration  is  tied  up  in  the 
House  Appropriations  Committee,  where 
budgetary  problems  have  stalled  a  vote  on  Car¬ 
ter’s  request  for  money  to  start  registration  this 
summer. 

The  vote  against  including  women  in  registra¬ 
tion  was  taken  in  the  House  Armed  Services 
military  personnel  subcommittee,  where  members 
argued  there  is  no  military  need  to  register 
women. 

Rep.  Richard  White,  D-Texas,  the  panel’s 
chairman,  said  the  whole  purpose  of  registration  is 
to  provide  a  manpower  reservoir  for  combat.  He 
said  that  since  women  would  not  be  sent  to  com¬ 
bat,  there  is  no  need  to  register  them. 

The  sole  vote  in  favor  of  registering  women  was 
from  Antonio  Won  Pat,  a  Democrat  who  repre¬ 
sents  Guam  in  the  House.

fight  Moslem  rebels. 

Zia  described  as  “totally  baseless”  charges  that 
Pakistan  has  been  providing  military  training  and 
arms  to  rebels  and  said  he  would  permit  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  camps  in  Pakistan  by  an  international 
body  “any  time  it  wants”  to  prove  that  only 
humanitarian  relief  is  being  provided. 

Pakistan  rejected  an  offer  of  $400  million  in 
U.S.  aid  intended  to  strengthen  its  defenses 
against  any  Russian  threat.  It  said  it  would  de¬ 
pend  upon  its  own  “unity  and  strength”  and  the 
“time-tested  friendship”  of  China. 

President  Carter’s  adviser  Zbigniew  Brzezinski 
said  Pakistan’s  rejection  of  the  aid  “suits  us  just 
fine.”  He  said  Thursday  that  he  thought  Pakistan 
was  right  in  feeling  its  security  interests  were  not 
best  served  by  a  highly  visible  defense  relationship 
with  the  United  States. 


Ford  inches  toward  Pres,  race 


MX  costly.  U.S.  audit  shows 


WASHINGTON  —  Congressional  auditors  said 
Thursday  the  proposed  MX  mobile  missile  would 
cost  at  least  $56  billion,  raising  “a  serious  ques¬ 
tion”  whether  the  Pentagon  can  afford  it. 

The  General  Accounting  Office,  the  in¬ 
vestigative  arm  of  Congress,  also  said  in  its  report 
that  there  is  uncertainty  whether,  under  present 
plans,  the  MX  can  achieve  its  basic  purpose  of 
hiding  U.S.  missiles  from  enemy  attack. 

The  administration  has  estimated  the  cost  of 
the  MX  at  $33  billion. 

The  GAO  has  been  saying  for  several  months 
that  costs  for  weapons  already  being  developed  or 
built  are  rising  so  fast  that  Congress  is  likely  to  or¬ 
der  some  of  them  cut. 

For  that  reason,  the  accounting  office  recom¬ 
mended  in  the  latest  report  that  Defense 
Secretary  Harold  Brown  weigh  the  MX  missile 
cost  against  other  defense  spending  “to  determine 
if  it  is  affordable.” 

The  auditors  recommended  that  Brown  also 
determine  “whether  any  other  major  weapon 
system  programs  would  have  to  be  terminated  or 
delayed”  to  pay  for  the  MX  system. 


Afghan  border  check  offered 


ISLAMABAD,  Pakistan  —  Pakistan’s 
president  said  Thursday  he  would  allow  inspec¬ 
tion  of  border  refugee  camps  to  show  that  Afghan 
rebels  are  not  being  trained  and  armed  there,  and 
he  suggested  posting  an  international  peacekeep¬ 
ing  force  in  Afghanistan  as  a  means  of  ending  the 
crisis  there. 

President  Gen.  Mohammad  Zia  ul-Haq,  ad¬ 
dressing  the  country’s  elected  representatives, 
said  Afghanistan  could  seal  its  border  with 
Pakistan  to  satisfy  itself  that  no  arms  or  rebels  are 
being  sent  from  Pakistan.  The  Soviet  Union 
moved  thousands  of  troops  into  Afghanistan  to 
back  a  government  coup  in  December  and  as 


Gerald  R.  Ford  inched  closer  Thursday  to  enter¬ 
ing  the  presidential  race,  as  several  Republicans 
publicly  urged  him  to  make  the  jump.  If  enough 
people  ask,  Ford  said,  “I’d  have  a  hard  time  say¬ 
ing  no.” 

The  former  president  said  in  St.  Petersburg, 
Fla.,  he  had  been  given  pledges  of  support  from 
Democrats  and  independents  as  well  as 
Republicans  in  the  past  several  months.  He  in¬ 
vited  them  to  make  their  support  public. 

In  a  flurry  of  activity  indicating  he  was  laying 
the  groundwork  for  announcing  his  intentions 
soon.  Ford  made  plans  to  meet  Monday  with  John 
Sears,  who  was  ousted  as  Ronald  Reagan’s  cam¬ 
paign  director  the  day  of  the  New  Hampshire 
primary  on  Feb.  26. 

Ford  also  was  reported  to  have  agreed  to  meet 
next  week  with  several  Republican  leaders  in  New 
York  to  “discuss  the  political  situation.” 

Gov.  Vic  Atiyeh  of  Oregon  said  the  former  presi¬ 
dent  had  telephoned  Wednesday  from  Florida  to 
ask  about  the  mechanics  of  getting  his  name  on 
the  GOP  presidential  ballot  in  Oregon’s  May  20 
primary. 

During  their  conversation,  Atiyeh  said,  Ford 
asserted  that  “some  things  are  going  on  beyond 
his  control  ...  which  is  of  course  a  kind  of 
groundswell  movement  by  many  around  the  the 
United  States  to  get  Ford  to  jump  into  the  race.” 

In  Maine,  Reagan’s  state  chairman,  Howard 
Dana  Jr.,  predicted  the  Republican  campaign 
would  become  a  two-man  race  between  Ford  and 
the  former  California  governor  “as  soon  as  Ford 
jumps  into  the  race.” 

In  Connecticut,  the  day  after  Sen.  Howard 
Baker  of  Tennessee  abandoned  the  GOP  race,  his 
two  top  state  campaign  chiefs  announced  Thurs¬ 
day  they  were  switching  their  support  to  Ford. 
They  said  they  would  support  a  Ford-Baker  ticket 
at  the  Republican  National  Convention  in  July. 

In  New  York,  formation  of  a  Delaware  Commit¬ 
tee  to  Draft  President  Ford  was  announced  at  a 
news  conference  also  attended  by  chairmen  of 
similar  committees  in  New  York  and  New  Jersey. 

State  Rep.  Roger  'P.  Roy,  who  is  leading  the 
draft-Ford  movement  in  Delaware,  said  the  tri¬ 
state  effort  was  an  attempt  to  send  “a  clear 
message  that  the  Northeast  wants  Ford  to  run.” 


Woman  running  for  U.S.  Congress} 


The  first  woman  to 
run  for  congressional  of¬ 
fice  from  Utah  since 
1952,  is  vying  for  the 
Republican  candidacy 
in  the  state  primaries 
this  fall. 

Mary  Kessler  of 
Highland,  is  well  into 
her  campaign  as  a  can¬ 
didate  for  Utah’s  First 
Congressional  District. 
One  of  her  campaign 
goals  is  to  personally 
meet  as  many  Utah 
citizens  as  possible.  She 
said  earlier  this  week 
that  she  has  already 
visited  16  of  the  18  Utah 
counties. 

The  Republican  can¬ 
didate  will  run  against 
five-term  incumbent. 
Democrat  Gunn 
McKay,  for  the  House 
seat  in  November. 

Mrs.  Kessler  grew  up 
in  Michigan  and 
graduated  from  BYU  in 
political  science.  She 
said  she  has  always  been 
interested  in  politics  but 
it  was  not  until  friends 
started  asking  her  to  run 
for  Congress  that  she 
gave  it  any  serious 
thought. 

“It  has  been  a  terrific 
undertaking  and  has  re- 
quired  enormous 
amounts  of  time,  money

Faust  said  a  resolution  timetable 
was  set  up  at  a  three-day  meeting  bet¬ 
ween  Geneva,  the  EPA  and  Utah  state 
officials  Feb.  18-20.

when  completed.

Five  terms  is  enough  in  any  elec¬ 
ted  office,”  Hansen  said. 

If  elected  this  would  mark  Hansen’s  first  term  in 
Congress.  He  has  served  for  the  past  seven  years  in 
the  state  legislature. 

Commenting  on  the  federal  budget  with  reference 
to  McKay’s  voting  record,  Hansen  said,  “The  real 
issue  is  not  the  length  of  McKay’s  service  but  rather 
his  voting  record.  Congressman  McKay  consistently 
votes  for  deficit  spending  and  against  balancing  the 
budget.  The  people  of  Utah  want  a  balanced 
budget.” 

“I  have  worked  hard  at  the  state  level  to  eliminate 
wasteful  use  of  your  dollars  and  to  limit  the  size  of 
government,”  the  veteran  state  representative  said. 
“As  your  congressman,  I  will  continue  to  represent 
these  principles.” 

Hansen  emphasized  less  government  control  as  one 
of  his  major  concerns.  “I  am  a  strong  believer  that  he 
who  governs  least,  governs  best,”  he  said. 

“The  people  of  tfie  United  States  are  demanding  a 
more  responsive  Congress  and  Utah  ought  to  be  a 
leader  in  making  a  change,”  Hansen  said.  “I  can  and 
will  make  the  difference,”  he  said. 

Following  his  formal  campaign  announcement, 
congressional  hopeful  Hansen  answered  questions 
which  centered  on  his  feelings  on  the  MX  Missile 
project. 

“I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  national  defense,  but  the 
race  track  method  of  deploying  the  MX  Missile 
makes  no  sense  to  me.  General  Murphy  has  spoken  to 
the  Utah  legislature  and  frankly,  we  were  more  con¬ 
fused  than  enlightened.  I  hope  we  have  time  to  study 
this  project  closely  before  the  federal  government 
grabs  all  that  land,”  he  said. 

Hansen  said  he  favors  limiting  elective  office 
terms.  He  explained  that  he  would  be  in  favor  of  con¬ 
stitutionally  limiting  the  number  of  terms  a  con¬ 
gressman  could  serve.

As  a  result  of  Clemson’s  Thursday  night  win  over 
the  Utah  State  Aggies,  76-73,  in  the  first-round  game 
of  the  NCAA  tournament  in  Ogden,  BYU  will  face 
the  Tigers  at  1:35  p.m.  Saturday  in  the  Dee  Events 
Center. 

BYU,  who  ended  their  best-ever  regular  season  by 
blasting  San  Diego  State,  114-81,  on  Saturday,  must 
now  focus  all  their  attention  on  Clemson,  whose 
height  and  quickness  will  pose  a  great  threat  tp  the 
Cougars’ quest  for  a  national  championship. 

The  Cougars’  24:4  record,  which  included  a  13-1 
sweep  of  the  Western  Athletic  Conference,  made 
them  the  undisputed  WAC  champion  and  the  only 
WAC  participant  in  the  NCAA  tournament.  Their 
strong  season  showing  also  helped  them  to  be  picked 
as  one  of  the  16  seeded  teams  —  earning  a  bye  in  first 
round  action. 

The  Tigers,  who  sport  three  6-10  players,  including  ' 
6-10,  245-pounder  John  Campbell,  and  twin  6-10, 
200-pounders  Larry  Nance  and  Horace  Wyatt,  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  Far  West  Classic  in  December.  In 
that  tournament,  Oregon  State  beat  BYU,  86-71,  and 
then  went  on  to  beat  Clemson,  72-67.  Therefore, 
while  the  Cougars  haven’t  come  head-on  with  the 
Tigers  as  of  yet,  they’re  familiar  with  their  style. 

If  BYU  defeats  the  Tigers  on  Saturday,  they  will 
meet  the  winner  of  the  Weber  State-Oregon  State 
game  the  following  week  in  Tucson,  Ariz. 

As  the  Cougars  closed  their  regular  season,  they 
left  behind  them  a  season  marked  by  several  new 
records.  The  Cougars  on  one  road  swing  tied  the 
record  for  most  points  ever  with  123  at  SDSU  and 
then  two  nights  later  had  a  winning  tally  of  34  points 
at  Hawaii,  a  modern  day  low  output  in  a  victory. 

The  Cougars  set  three  new  attendence  records,  23,- 
084  at  the  Marriott  Center  for  Utah,  330,715  for  the 
season  and  a  per  game  average  of  21,479.

McKean  expressed  concern  over  student  reac¬ 
tion  to  a  decision  by  ASBYU  to  link  the  relief  fund 
(jroject  with  a  class  gift  proposal. 

On  Feb.  21,  the  Executive  Council  tabled  a 
'oosal  to  donate  $10,000  from  the  class  gift  fund 


1 
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to  Cambodian  refugees  until  the  results  of  the 
relief  fund  campaign  had'  been  tallied.  Kelvyn 
Cullimore,  Organizations  vice  president,  said  at 
the  time  that  he  was  interested  in  seeing  “if  the 
students  really  are  serious”  about  the  relief  ef¬ 
forts. 

“I  didn’t  want  the  students  to  feel  they  were 
coerced  into  giving  money,”  McKean  said  about 
the  linkage  between  the  class  gift  and  the  relief 
fund.  “We  wanted  to  appeal  to  their  charity.” 

He  cited  a  letter  his  office  had  received  from  one 
student  who  labeled  the  Executive  Council  action 
a  “power  play”  and  a  “pressure  tactic.” 

“That  certainly  wasn’t  my  interest,”  McKean 
said. 

McKean  also  expressed  concern  over  a  letter-to- 
the-editor  which  appeared  in  Thursday’s  Daily' 
Universe.  The  letter  contrasted  tactics  of  cam¬ 
paigners  in  the  ASBYU  elections  with  those  used 
by  workers  in  the  relief  campaign. 

While  agreeing  that  more  aggresive  solicitation 
tactics  could  have  resulted  in  a  higher  total, 
McKean  said  that  restrictions  placed  by  the  ad¬ 
ministration  on  the  drive  were  not  responsible  for 
the  total  falling  short  of  the  $75,000  goal. 

“The  blame  does  not  rest  with  the  administra¬ 
tion,”  he  said,  contrary  to  the  opinion  of  some. 
“They  didn’t  say  ‘No,  you  can’t  do  this.  No,  you 
can’t  do  that’,”  McKean  said.  “The  difference  in 
participation  between  the  drive  and  the  elections 
just  shows  where  the  interests  of  the  students  are. 

“Obviously,  in  some  35  separate  campaigns, 

.  you’re  going  to  have  more  turnout  and  participa¬ 
tion  than  in  a  single  campaign  working  with 
limited  posters,  etc.  And  I  can  understand  that.  I 
really  have  no  bad  feelings  about  that.”

British  journalist  to  speak

The  Times,  which  is  a  195-year-old  world  in¬ 
stitution,  was  closed  by  a  strike  for  nearly  11 
months  in  1979.  Rees-Mogg  was  one  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  management  figures  in  the  settlement  of 
that  strike  last  November. 

After  obtaining  a  master’s  degree  from  Ox¬ 
ford  University,  Rees-Mogg  began  his 
newspaper  career  with  London’s  Financial 
Times  in  1952  where  he  served  as  chief  editorial 
writer  and  assistant  editor.  He  was  city  editor 
and  deputy  editor  of  the  Sunday  Times  from 
1960  to  1967.  When  Lord  Roy  Thomson 
purchased  the  Times  Newspapers  in  1967,  he 
was  named  editor. 

The  author  of  two  books,  Rees-Mogg  is  a 
member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  Times 
Newspapers,  Ltd.  and  he  is  a  member  of  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  board  of  that  group. 


Supports  Book  of  Mormon 

LDS  scholar  cites  evidence 


Internal  and  external  evidence  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon  can  be  grouped 
together  and  called  tangible  evidence, 
LDS  Church  scholar  Arthur  Wallace 
said  Thursday. 

Speaking  to  BYU  students  and 
faculty  on  the  second  day  of  the  third 
annual  symposium  on  scriptures, 
Wallace  said  although  evidences  for 
the  Book  of  Mormon’s  authenticity  are 
overwhelming,  many  of  them  are  still 
wrong  and  must  be  sorted  and 
evaluated. 

“We  need  not  leave  the  church, 
however,  if  we  find  that  our  concepts  of 
some  of  these  things  we  call  evidence 
may  change  from  time  to  time,”  he 
said. 

A  professor  of  agriculture  at  the  Un¬ 
iversity  of  Southern  California, 
Wallace  has  conducted  numerous 
studies  for  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Energy  on  environmental  problems. 

He  has  taken  12  separate  trips  to 
Egypt  and  is  the  author  of  “Evidence 
in  Science  and  Mormonism”  and  “Can 
Mormonism  be  Proved  Experimen¬ 
tally?” 

Wallace  said  despite  the  efforts  to 
disprove  the  Book  of  Mormon  for  150 
years,  there  are  at  least  1,500  well- 
defined  pieces  of  evidence  which  sup¬ 
port  its  authenticity. 

“Science  really  cannot  prove  a 
hypothesis,  at  least  not  conclusively, 
when  there  are  a  multiplicity  of  possi¬ 
ble  alternatives,”  he  said.  “Science 
can  only  disprove  a  hypothesis  and  it 
cannot  disprove  the  Book  of  Mormon.  ” 

Quoting  Book  of  Mormon  and  Doc¬ 
trine  and  Covenants  passages,  Wallace 
said  the  Lord  proves  all  His  works  by 
providing  spiritual  witnesses  as  well  as 
tangible  ones.  “He  has  given  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  the  promise  of 
proof  in  Moroni  10:4.” 

Also  emphasizing  the  importance  of 
tangible  evidence,  he  said  never  has 
science  proved  anything  false  about 
the  geography,  horses,  silk  or  cement 
mentioned  in  the  Book  of  Mormon. 
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Arthur  Wallace,  LDS  Church  scholar,  says  that  there  are  at  least  1,500 
pieces  of  evidence  which  support  the  Book  of  Mormon's  authenticity. 


“There  is  extremely  little  room  for 
doubt  that  the  Book  of  Mormon  is  a 
genuine  ancient  document  full  of 
authentic  historical  information,”  he 
stated. 

“Although  tangible  evidences  are 
not  the  best  source  of  testimony,  they 
have  the  important  purpose  of  adding 
to  one’s  faith. 

“I  as  an  individual  am  satisfied  that 
tangible  evidences  prove  that  the  Book 
of  Mormon  is  divine.” 


Wallace  challenged  the  contention 
that  LDS  Church  members  are 
dogmatic  because  they  accept  modern 
revelation  and  scripture.  “Being 
dogmatic  means  withstanding  a  con¬ 
cept  when  the  weight  of  evidence 
points  to  its  truth.” 

He  said  people  who  have  been  ex¬ 
posed  to  the  evidences  the  Lord  has 
supplied  would  be  held  responsible  for 
them  and  judged  accordingly. 


Spring  brings  rise  in  bicycle  theft 


Museum  displays  artifacts

Y  editor  relates 
editorial  hassles 


BYU’s  newspaper  should  be  allowed 
to  publish  the  truth  even  when  it  ad¬ 
versely  affects  the  university’s  reputa¬ 
tion,  Larry  Werner,  The  Daily  Un¬ 
iverse  managing  editor,  said  Thursday 
in  the  Forum  for  Student  Thought. 

But  Werner  added  the  newspaper 
has  an  editorial  obligation  to  support 
the  LDS  Church. 

“It  can  be  argued  effectively  that 
any  publisher  has  the  right  to  decide 
what  his  newspaper  will  print,”  Wer¬ 
ner  said.  “I  believe  that.  But  I  also 
believe  that  often  at  BYU  we  sacrifice 
the  truth  to  protect  our  good  reputa¬ 
tion.” 

At  times  the  administration  has  for¬ 
bidden  the  paper  to  print  stories  of  a 
controversial  nature,  or  that  would  put 
the  university  in  a  bad  light,  Werner 
said. 

The  editor  cited  an  incident  during 
the  admininistration  of  Ernest  Wilkin¬ 
son  in  which  a  student  confessed  dur¬ 
ing  a  student  forum  that  he  had 
worked  as  a  “spy”  for  the  administra¬ 
tion.  The  student  said  his  job  had  been 
to  report  the  teaching  methods  of 
professors  whom  the  administration 
suspected  were  in  violation  of  univer¬ 
sity  policy.  The  story  was  prevented 
from  being  published,  Werner  said. 

Responding  to  a  question  concerning 
the  Universeys  involvement  in  the  re¬ 
cent  Who’s  Who  controversy,  Werner 
said  he  felt  the  hewspaper  had  been 
fair  in  reporting  the  conflict. 

“Originally,  we  came  under 
criticism  for  being  one-sided  in  cover¬ 
ing  the  story,  but  really  what  we’ve 
done,  and  what  we  had  to  do,  was  cover 
the  conflict  between  the  SDA  and  the 
ASBYU. 

“We  had  one  comment  from  a 
faculty  member  who  said,  ‘why  don’t 
you  kill  the  story.’  That  isn’t  our  job  as 
a  newspaper.  As  long  as  one  depart¬ 
ment  or  the  other  keeps  bringing  up 
the  subject,  or  throwing  an  accusation 
or  a  counter-accusation,  we  have  an 
obligation  to  report  that,”  he  said.

In  the  jungles  of  Mexico,  archaeologists  found  a 
stone  carving  which  is  believed  to  show  an  account  of 
the  vision  of  the  tree  of  life  described  by  Lehi  in  the 
Book  of  Mormon.  A  rubber  mold  casting  of  the  carv¬ 
ing  was  made  in  1960  and  is  now  on  display  in  BYU’s 
Museum  of  Archaeology  and  Ethnography,  located  in 
the  Maeser  Building. 

The  museum  was  founded  in  1946  along  with  the 
department  of  archaeology.  The  first  artifacts  were 
shown  in  the  Eyring  Science  Center  until  1961  when 
the  museum  was  moved  to  the  Maeser  Building,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  Dale  L.  Berg,  museum  director. 

“Most  of  the  artifacts  which  are  in  the  museum 
have  been  donated  and  excavated  since  1961,”  Berg 
said.  The  museum  receives  about  20  donations  each 
year,  he  said. 

Some  of  exhibits  include  African  artifacts,  Peru¬ 
vian  pottery,  Egyptian  artifacts  and  Indian  grave  of¬ 
ferings. 

“Once  we  receive  the  donation,  each  item  is 
categori' .  d,”  said  Berg.  “To  categorize  each  item,  it 
is  listed  n  a  card  telling  who  donated  the  artifact, 
what  it  >  where  it  came  from;  how  old  it  is,  and  its 
declare.:,  alue.” 

After  the  artifacts  have  been  categorized,  they  are 
placed  in  the  storage  room  for  future  display,  he  said. 

If  the  donor  doesn’t  know  the  age  of  the  items  he 
donates  the  museum  staff  does  library  research  to 
determ  l  e  the  age  of  the  artifacts. 

“Usufc  v  someone  on  the  staff  has  an  idea  of  where 
the  artif.  ts  orginally  came  from  and  about  how  old 
the  item  ire.”  he  said. 

Berg  s  d  if  the  donor  wishes  to  use  the  donation 
for  a  tax  deduction,  then  the  value  of  the  artifacts 
must  be  letermined  by  an  independent  expert. 

More  .  an  15,000  people  go  through  the  museum 
annual  i  view  the  exhibits,  mostly  in  the  fall  and 
spring,  Berg  said.  Some  of  the  groups  that  visit  the 
museum  are  conference  visitors,  graduation  visitors 
and  family  home  evening  groups. 

Berg’s  duties  as  museum  director  include  storing 
artifacts,  arranging  the  displays,  cleaning  and  repair¬ 
ing  artifacts  and  taking  care  of  acquisitions. 

He  said  that  before  exhibits  are  changed,  the  new 
exhibit  is  completely  planned  out,  so  the  changeover 
time  is  minimal. 

He  pointed  out  that  one  of  the  problems  in  the 
museum  is  lack  of  temperature  control,  which  causes 
damage  to  textiles.  Another  problem  he  pointed  out 
was  that  of  burglaries.

As  spring  approaches,  bicycle  riding  becomes  more  pop¬ 
ular,  but  Provo  Police  warn  bicyclists  to  be  careful  because 
bicycle  thefts  increase  dramatically  during  this  time  of 
year. 

In  the  past  two  weeks  at  least  five  bikes  have  been  repor¬ 
ted  to  Provo  Police  as  stolen. 

“To  prevent  your  bike  from  being  stolen  one  of  the  first 
things  you  should  do  is  get  a  good  chain  and  lock,  and  keep 
your  bike  locked  up  whenever  it’s  not  in  use,”  said  Provo 
Police  Lt.  Bud  Gillman. 

“The  biggest  share  of  bikes  that  are  stolen  are  left  un¬ 
locked,”  he  added.  “However,  if  someone  wants  the  bike 
they’ll  get  it  even  if  it  is  locked  up,  but  a  chain  wrapped 
several  times  around  the  bike  might  slow  them  up  or  even 
discourage  them.” 

He  also  suggested  that  the  chain  be  wrapped  through  the 
frame  rather  than  just  the  front  or  back  tire.  “A  thief  can 
undo  the  bolts,  leaving  the  tire  still  chained  up,  and  walk 
off  with  the  bike,”  he  said. 

“Besides  locking  the  bike  you  should  also  park  in  an  open 


area.  A  thief  is  not  as  likely  to  use  bolt  cutters  in  a  con¬ 
spicuous  area,”  he  said. 

“The  longer  the  bike  sits  in  any  one  area  the  more  apt  it 
is  to  be  taken.  Bikes  remaining  on  campus  after  hours  pre¬ 
sent  a  bigger  opportunity  for  the  thief  to  take  it,”  he  ad¬ 
vised  students. 

Gillman  said  thieves  may  watch  a  bike  for  hours,  and 
when  the  opportunity  is  right  they  ride  off  with  it.  “Most 
thefts  in  this  area  are  a  result  of  convenience,”  he  said. 
“Someone  needs  to  get  somewhere  in  a  hurry  so  they  take 
the  bike  and  dump  it  when  they  get  where  they’re  going.” 

“Theft  of  a  bicycle  is  a  feloily,  so  those  who  are  ‘borrow¬ 
ing’  a  bike  should  be  aware  of  that,”  he  added. 

“If  your  bike  is  stolen  call  police  immediately.  The  faster 
we  get  on  it  the  better  the  chance  of  recovering  the  bike.” 

Bicycle  owners  should  have  their  bikes  licensed  so  if  a 
bike  is  stolen  and  the  police  find  it  they  can  return  it  to  its 
owner.  Gillman  also  suggested  bicycle  owners  take  a  pic¬ 
ture  of  their  bike  and  write  down  the  serial  number. 

If  professional  thieves  steal  a  bike  the  chance  of  recovery 
is  slight,  Gillman  said. 


Students  tutor  refugees 


Oaks  receives 
honors  medal 

BYU  President  Dallin  H.  Oaks  and  a  BYU- 
produced  motion  picture  “Uncle  Ben”  were  among 
four  recent  recipients  of  prestigious  honor  medals 
from  the  Freedoms  Foundation  at  Valley  Forge.  The 
medals  are  presented  annually  for  efforts  in  the  pur¬ 
suit  of  freedom,  patriotism  and  public  service. 

Sen.  Jake  Gam,  R-Utah,  and  the  Utah  National 
Guard  were  the  other  two  recipients  from  Utah.  A 
total  of  37  awards  were  given  nationwide. 

Oaks  received  a  George  Washington  Honor  Medal 
for  a  public  address  entitled  “A  Distinctive  Role  for 
the  Church-Related  College  —  Diversity,”  given  at  a 
national  conference  of  church-related  colleges  at 
Notre  Dame  University. 

The  movie  “Uncle  Ben,”  produced  by  BYU  Media 
Services  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  David  K.  Jacobs, 
also  received  the  George  Washington  Honor  Medal. 


For  the  more  than  700  refugees  living 
in  Utah  Valley,  adjustment  in  America 
is  especially  difficult  because  they  can¬ 
not  speak  English  —  not  even  “sur¬ 
vival  level”  English. 

That  is  where  the  office  of  Student 
Community  Services  and  its  “In¬ 
dochinese  Integration  Program  (IIP)” 
come  in.  The  program  is  designed  to 
aid  members  of  non-English  speaking 
minorities  reach  the  level  of  English 
where  they  can  “go  out  on  the  street 
and  be  able  to  communicate  with  peo¬ 
ple,”  said  Jeff  Rock,  program  director. 

Rock,  a  first  year  MBA  student  from 
Whittier,  Calif.,  said  the  IIP  consists  of 
language  tutoring  for  the  several  hun¬ 
dred  non-English  speaking  refugees 
and  immigrants  in  Utah  Valley.  The 
major  groups  in  the  area  include 
Spanish  speakers,  Vietnamese,  Lao- 
tions,  H’Mongs  and  Cambodians. 

“The  goal  of  our  program,”  Rock 
said,  “is  to  help  someone  have  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  listen  to  English,  and  to 
practice  speaking  in  a  one-on-one 
situation.”  The  type  of  learning  that 
goes  on  in  these  sessions  cannot  be 
achieved  in  a  classroom  situation,  he 
said. 

Three-fourths  of  the  valley’s  700 
refugees  live  in  Provo,  Rock  said,  and  a 
large  percentage  of  them  have  “less 
than  a  kindergarten  level,”  knowledge 
of  English.  The  Utah  State  govern¬ 
ment  has  a  program  for  English  tutor¬ 
ing,  and  BYU’s  program  is  run  in  con¬ 
junction  with  that,  Rock  said. 

“Right  now  more  Spanish  speakers 
attend  the  tutoring  sessions  than  do 
Indochinese  refugees,”  he  said.  “But 
by  the  end  of  the  year  we  expect  the 
number  of  refugees  to  meet  or  exceed 
all  other  minorities.” 

The  reason,  he  explained,  is  that  the 
state  government  will  have  completed 
by  the  end  of  March,  an  updated  list  of 
refugees  in  the  state.  They  will  be  con¬ 
tacted  and  informed  of  the  program,  so 
they  can  take  participate  in  it.  “Most 
are  not  attending  because  their  spon¬ 
sors  aren’t  aware  of  the  program,” 
Rock  said. 

The  number  of  refugees  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  tutoring  sessions  is 
constantly  growing,  he  said.  This  has 
brought  about  a  need  for  more  volun¬ 
teers. 

Rock  said  he  would  like  to  see  a  tutor 
for  every  refugee  because  in  that  way, 
each  refugee  would  be  able  to  ex¬ 
perience  a  variety  of  English. 

Rock  is  looking  for  student  volun¬ 
teers  who  can  serve  one  night  a  week 
tutoring  refugees  18  years  and  older. 


The  sessions  are  held  every  Tuesday, 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  night  at 
Provo  High  School,  from  7  to  8  p.m. 

“The  tutors  spend  only  a  half  hour 
per  night  with  the  refugee,”  he  said, 
“so,  including  transportation  time, 
we’re  looking  at  a  one  hour  commit¬ 
ment.” 

Referring  to  the  number  of  univer¬ 
sity  students  in  the  area,  he  said,  “we 
have  such  valuable  resources  here  at 
BYU,  and  the  only  requirement  is  that 
you  speak  English.” 

He  stressed  the  benefits  of  meeting 
with  someone  of  another  culture,  lear¬ 
ning  from  them,  and  developing  per¬ 
sonal  dynamic  skills. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  advantage  in 
volunteering  to  tutor  is  found  in 
“knowing  you’re  helping  someone  and 
seeing  them  progress,”  he  said.  “Fund 
raising  campaigns  are  beneficial,  but 
you  never  really  see  what  your  money 
is  doing.  Here  you  can  see  it  day  to 


The  program  is  especially  challeng¬ 
ing  because  many  of  the  refugees  now 
coming  to  the  states  have  absolutely  no 
experience  with  English,  he  said. 

“Most  of  the  intellectuals  and 
sophisticated  people  left  southeast 
Asia  years  ago  when  Vietnam  fell,”  he 
said.  “Now  we’re  seeing  people  from 
the  little  villages  and  backwoods.” 

Without  English  the  refugees  cannot 
get  jobs,  Rock  said,  adding  that 
without  jobs  there  is  very  little  left  for 
them  to  do  aside  from  going  on  welfare. 
“We  don’t  want  them  on  welfare,  and 
they  don’t  want  to  be  on  welfare,”  he 
said. 

“Area  businesses  are  more  than  will¬ 
ing  to  give  them  jobs,  as  long  as  they 
have  some  ability  to  communicate,” 
Rock  said.  It’s  not  economically  feasi¬ 
ble  for  businesses  to  hire  refugees  who 
cannot  understand  directions.
